G.S.R. 68. —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Senior Research Officer in the 
Cabinet Secretariat, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement :—(1) These rules may 
bo called the Cabinet Secretariat (Senior Research Officer) 
Recruitment rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay :—The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in coloumns (2) to (4) 
of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other qualifi¬ 
cations :—The method of recruitment to the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith 
shall be as specified in columns (5) to (13) of the Schedule 
aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification ;—No person— 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per¬ 
son from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax ;—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary Or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving :—Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva¬ 
tions relaxation of age limit and other concession^ required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tri¬ 
bes and other special categoric* of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

80.—Whereas a draft of the Catechu Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1982 was published as required by sco- 
tion 3, of the Agricultural Produce (Grading arid Marking) 
Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) at pages 549 fo 551 of the Gazette 
of India, Part 11, Section 3, Sub-section (i), dated the 27th 
February. 1982, with the notification of tlit Government of 
India in the Ministry of Rural Development, No. G.S.R. 
205, dated the 17th February, 1982 inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
before the expiry of the period of fortyfive days from the 
date of publication of the said notification in the Official 
Gazette; 

And wheteas, the copies of the said Gazette were made 
available to the public on the 3rd March, 1982; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been re¬ 
ceived from the public in respect of the said draft by the 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 of the smd Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely :— 

RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Catechu Grading and Mark¬ 
ing rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall apply to Catechu produced in India. 

(3) They all come into froce on the date of their 
publication in tbc Official Gazette. 

2. Dellniiions.—In these rules, unless the coptext other¬ 
wise requires :— 

(1) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India; 

(2) “Authorised Packer" means a person o r a body of 

persons who has been granted a certificate of 
authorisation under rule 3 of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1937 in relation to Catechu; 

(4) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these 
rules. 

3. Grade designations.—The grade designations to indicate 
the quality of Catechu shall be as set out in column 1 of 
Schedule I. 


4. Definition of quality.—The quality Indicated by the grade 
designations shall be- a s set out. against the said designations 
in columns 2 to 10 of Schedule I. 

5. Grade designation mark.—The grade designation mark 
shall consist of a label supplied by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser specifying the grade designation end bearing a design 
consisting of an. outline map of India with the wo/d 
"AGMARK.” and the figure of the rising sun with the words 
“Produce of India” and “ifivfliT gWR 1 ’ retemblinv the 
mark as set out in Schedule-11, 


6 . Method of packing—(1 j Only sound, clean and dry, 
container made of )Ute or wooden boxes or plastic bags, or 
tin containers or paper canons or any other material as may 
be approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser shall be 
used for packing. The container shall be free from any insect 
infersation or fungus coni animations and also free from any 
undemrable, smell. 

(2) The container shall be securely closed and scaled in 
the manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(3) Each package shall contain Catechu of the same grade 
designation only. 


7. Method of marking.— (1) The grade designation mark 
shall be securely affixed to even/ container in a manner ap¬ 
proved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, the follow¬ 
ing particulars shall be clearly marked on the label and/or 
container, namely :— 

(a) Date of packing, 

(b) Lot number, 

(c) Name and address of Packer; 

(d) Net weight; 

(c) Any other particulars as may be approved by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser from time to time 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser from time to time. 

(3) An authorised Packer .may, alter obtaining the prior 
approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser mark his 
private trade mark on a container in a manner approved by 
the said officer, provided the trade mark does not represent 
quality or grade of the Catechu different from that indicated 
by the grade designation mark affixed on the container in 
accordance with these Rules.

Part II, Section 3, Subjection (i), dated the 17th October, 1981, with the ratification cf 
the Government of India in the Ministry cf Rural Reconstruction, No. G.S.R. 933, dated the 25th September, 1981, 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of the period of 
forty-five days from the date of publication of the said notification in the official Gazette. 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on the 2nd November, 1981 
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And whereas c 0 mmen t s/s u gees t i e n s received from the public in respect of the said draft have been considered 
by the Central Government. * 

■ Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely:— t 

RULES 


1. Short title, application and commencement:— 

(1) These rules may be called the Sesame Seeds Grading and Marking Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall apply to.Sesame seeds produced in India. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gadette. 

2. Definitions:—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(1) “Agricultural MarketingAdviscr" means the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 

India; 

(2) “Schedule.” means a Schedule appended to these rules; 

(3) “Authorised.packer” means a person or a body of persons who has been granted a Certificate of 
Authorisation by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser for getting the commodity graded and Agmarkcd 
in accordance with the grade standards and procedure prescribed under the rules; 

(4) “Certificate” means Certificate of Authorisation, 

3. Grade designations: The grade designations to indicate the quality of the Sesame seeds, shall he as set ou" 
in column 1 of Schedule I. 

4. Definition of quality : The quality indicated by the grade designations shall be as sel out against each grade 
designation in columns 2 to 8 of Schedule I. 

5 Grade designation mark: The grade designation mark shall consist of a label specifying the grade designation 

and bearing a design consisting of outline my P of India with the word “ACMARK” and figure of the rising Sun with 
the words "Produce of India” and “ urctfrij ” resembling the mark as set out in Schedule II. 

6 Method of packing; (1) Sesame seeds shall be packed in B-twill jute gunny bags or any other type of containe 
in such a manner as may he specified frem time to time by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) Packing material shall be clean and dry, free from fungus and insect attack and obnoxious smell. _ 

(3) Each package shall contain the Sesame seeds of the same variety and of same grade designation. 

(?) Each package shall be securely closed and scaled in the manner prescribed by the Agricultural Mar¬ 
keting Adviser. 

7. Method of marking: (1) The grade designation mark shall he securely affixed to each package in a manne 
approved hy the Agricultural Marketing Adviser; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation, the following particulars shall also be clearly marked on the label or 
container or both on label and container: 


(a) Date of packing; 

(b) Name and address of packer ; 


(c) Net weight ; and 

(d) Any other particulars, as may be specified by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser from time to time. 

(3) The authorised packer may, after obtaining the prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, 
mark his private trade mark on a container in a manner approved by the said c fficer, provided that the private nude 
mmk does not represent a quality or grade of Sesame seeds different from that indicated by the grade designations 
mark affixed to the-containcr in accordance with these rules.

G.S.R. 86 .—Whereas a draft of the Sunflower seeds Grading and Marking Rules, 198J was published, ay 
required by Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1 ‘>37 (1 of 1937) at pages 71 to 73 
of the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), dated the 9th January, T.'982, with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Rural Reconstruction No. G.S.R. 33, d’.ated the 15th December, 1981 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of the period of 
forty-five days from the date of publication of the said notification in the Official Gazette. 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public or,< the 21st January, 1982; 

And whereas objections/suggestions received from the public in respect oi the-said draft have been considered 
by the Central Government; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely:— 


RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement : (1) These rules may be called the Sunflower Seeds Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall apply to sunflower seeds produced in India. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions : In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(1) "Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India. 

(2) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these rules; * ’ 

(3) "Authorised packer” means a person or a body of persons who has been granted a Certificate of Autho 

risation by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, for getting the commodity graded and agmarked in 
accordance with the grade standards and procedure prescribed under the rules; % & 

(4) “Certificate” meatfc Certificate of Authorisation. 

3. Grade designationsWhe grade designation to indicate the quality of the Sunflower seedsjshall be as setout 

in column 1 of Schedule I. » 

4. Definition of quality : The quality indicated by the grade designations shall be as set out against each made 

designation in columns 2 to 7 of Schedule I. * 

5. Grade designation mark: The grade designation mark shall consist of a label specifying the grade designation 
and bearing a design consisting of an outline map of India with the word “AGMARK” and figure of the rising sun 
with the words “Produce of India” and “qrttfhi swts” resembling the mark as set out in Schedule IT. 

6. Method of marking : (1) The grade designation mark shall be securely affixed to each package in a manner 
approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation, the following particulars shall also be clearly marked on the label- 

(a) date of packing; 

(b) lot number; 

(c) net weight ; and 

(d) any other particulars as may be specified by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser from time to time. 

(3) The authorised packer may, after obtaining the prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
mark his private trade mark on a container in a manner approved by the said officer, provided that the private 
trade mark does not represent a quality or grade of Sunflower Seeds different from that indicated by the grade 
designation mark affixed to the container in accordance with these rules. 

7. Method of packing : (1) Sunflower seeds shall be packed in new B-twill jute bags or any other type of 
container and in such capacity and in such manner as may be specified from time to time by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser. 

(2) Packing material shall be clean and dry, free from fungus contamination and insect infestation and 
obnoxious smell. 

(3) Each package shall contain Sunflower seeds of the same variety and of the same grade designation. 

(4) Each packages shall be securely closed and sealed in the manner prescribed by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser.

2. Damaged seeds : shall be the seeds which arc internally damaged or discoloured or broken, materially affecting 
the quality. 

3. Immature shrivelled and dead seeds : shall be the seeds not properly developed and/or shrunken. Dead seeds 
shall be those seeds which can easily be crushed , if crushed between two fingers. 

4. Weevilled seeds ; shall be those seeds which arc wholly or partly bored or eaten by the weevils.
